2. The said Commission shall— 

(a) make an inquiry into the causes of the said accident and for that pur¬ 

pose take suen evidence as may be necessary; 

(b) state its findings as to causes of the said accident and as to the person 

or persona, if any, responsible therefor; and 

(c) suggest safeguards against similar accidents in future. 


3. The said Commission shall submit its report to the Central Government 
within a period of one month from the date on which It commences its Inquiry.
